The Missouri National Guard 
has a long and proud history of serving 
the state and nation. The Missouri 
Guard has approximately 11,000 citizen- 
soldiers, in the Army and Air Guard, 
who stand ready to meet this dual mis- 
sion. 

First, our state mission is to 
support the governor by providing 
trained personnel and unit equipment 
capable of deploying to protect life and 
property, and to maintain peace, order 
and public safety. 

Second, the Missouri National 
Guard's federal mission calls for the 
support of the U.S. national military 
objectives by providing trained and 
equipped troops for federal mobiliza- 
tion. 

The Missouri Guard has been 
called to duty on behalf of both of 
these missions in recent years. Since 
September 11, 2001, more than 1,500 
Missouri National Guard soldiers and 
airmen have served on active duty in 
support of Operation Enduring Freedom 
and Operation Noble Eagle.

Approximately 300 Missouri National Guard 
soldiers participated in the heightened airport secu- 
rity mission at eight airport locations throughout 
the state. This all-volunteer force helped augment 
existing airport police, as well as comfort the trav- 
eling public relative to the safety of air travel. 

Additionally, the Missouri National Guard 
sent over 300 soldiers from the 110th Engineer 
Battalion, 1140th Engineer Battalion, and the 935th 
Aviation Support Battalion to support security 
efforts at the 2002 Winter Olympics in Utah from 
Jan. 25 to Feb. 25. 

The Missouri Air National Guard was also 
put on alert, with St. Louis’ 131st Fighter Wing 
fielding alert aircraft and conducting combat air 
patrols over the state.

In 1999, Missouri became one of the 
first states in the nation to provide military 
funeral honors for every honorably discharged 
veteran of the Armed Forces. In September 
2002, the Funeral Honors program completed 
its 20,000th funeral services for Missouri vet- 
erans, providing these veterans a final tribute 
on behalf of a grateful nation for their service. 

Now new legislation allows the pro- 
gram to compensate participating veterans’ 
organizations such as American Legion, 
Veterans of Foreign Wars and Marine Corps 
League at the rate of $100 per veteran’s serv- 
ice to assist the organization. 

4,736 services were provided in Fiscal 
Year 2000. 6,393 services were provided dur- 
ing Fiscal Year 2001. 7,444 services were per- 
formed in Fiscal Year 2002.

Since Funeral Honors program inception in 1999, more than 20,000 
services have been provided for Missouri veterans. 


The State of Missouri, and Missouri 
National Guard have partnered to honor sol- 
diers of the “greatest generation”. Governor 
Holden provided funding for an initiative of 
Governor Carnahan and the Missouri General 
Assembly which established a tribute to sol- 
diers who served during World War II. 

Missouri's estimated 123,000 living 
World War II veterans are eligible to receive a 
medal, medallion and certificate of apprecia- 
tion from the state. In addition, D-Day sur- 
vivors are also eligible to receive a special 
Jubilee Medal. 

World War II was the greatest war in 
history in terms of human and material 
resources. Across the globe, 61 nations and 
1.7 billion people were involved. Of that num- 
ber, 110 million persons were mobilized for 
military service, including 16 million from the 
United States, of which 483,000 were 
Missourians. 

Since the program's inception, more 
than 38,000 veterans have applied for the 
award. To qualify, awardees must have served 
in the U.S. military between Dec. 7, 1941 and 
Sept. 30, 1945. This year legislation passed to 
extend the program until July 2003. 


The National Guard Show-Me 
ChalleNGe Program, located at Camp Clark 
in Nevada is a military style resident and 
post resident program that helps at-risk 
teens get their lives back on track. 

The program is free to 16 to 18- 
year-old teens who have not finished high 
school, can pass an entrance drug screen- 
ing and who have not had significant diffi- 
culties with the law enforcement communi- 
ty. The program stresses structure, disci- 
pline and academic achievement. The res- 
ident phase is 22 weeks followed by a 12- 
month post resident mentoring phase. 

Two resident classes are conduct- 
ed each year, one starting in mid July and 
One in mid January. Established in 
Missouri in July 1998, the program gradu- 
ated Class No. 8 in June 2002. To date, 
more than 730 young men and women 
have successfully completed the program.

Specifically, during the 2001- 7 
2002 fiscal year, emphasis has been on 
aviation and surface maintenance and 
logistics. 

The program is key to the develop- 
ment of productive relationships with neigh- 
bors within our hemisphere and the rein- 
forcement of democratic principles. 


Distance Learning - Information Management 


With armories located through- 
out the state, communicating effective- 
ly can be a major challenge for the 
Missouri Guard. With the use of mod- 
ern technology the space between 
units can virtually disappear. 

The University of Missouri and 
the Missouri National Guard jointly 
sponsor distance learning facilities via 
the internet. Plans have been devel- 
oped to connect 33 armories to the 
network of more than 400 facilities 
across the country.

7th Civil Support Team - Modern Minutemen 


The 7th Civil Support Team (Weapons of 
Mass Destruction), also known as 7th CST, is a fed- 
erally-funded Missouri National Guard unit estab- 
lished under Presidential Decision Directive. The 
7th CST, stationed at Fort Leonard Wood, was one 
of the first 10 CST teams activated in 1999. The 
7th CST was Officially certified for deployment on 
August 14, 2001. Originally designated "RAID" for 
Rapid Assessment and Initial Detection, the teams 
were renamed to emphasize their supporting role 
to civil authorities. 

The CST organization was designed to aug- 
ment local and regional terrorism response capabil- 
ities in events known or suspected to involve 
Weapons of Mass Destruction. WMD events are 
incidents involving hostile use of chemical, biologi- 
cal, or radiological agents. The team can be 
enroute within three hours to support civil authori- 
ties in the event or suspicion of a WMD attack. 

Specifically, CST teams assess, advise and 
assist local responders. The team integrates with 
the Incident Command System (ICS) in support of 
local authorities. 

The 7th CST is formed from 26 dedicated 
Missouri National Guard men and women, from 
both the Army and Air side. Unit members are on 
call 24 hours a day, seven days a week prepared to 
respond to a WMD event. Each unit member must 
attend over 800 hours of specialized training.

The Missouri National Guard’s 
Counterdrug Program is part of a coalition 
of local law enforcement, government and 
community agencies involved in a multi- 
front battle against drugs and drug related 
violence. The program focuses on both 
reduction of drug sources and reduction of 
drug demand through education. 

Missouri has a history and present 
day infrastructure that lends itself to drug 
production and trafficking. With a history 
Sole : Yo of industrial hemp production, widespread 
Siiirdaman heled atste aoervden with agricultural use of anhydrous ammonia -- a 
marijuana eradication program. precursor of methamphetamine, abundant 
woodlands well suited to hiding illegal drug 
activities. Missouri is a high-risk state for 
drug production. Distribution is facilitated 
by Missouri’s highways system -- the 7th 
largest in the nation. 

As a partner in the drug supply and 
demand reduction efforts, the Missouri 
National Guard brings $2.2 million in 
resources for eradication efforts, education- 
al programs, and hands on strategies to 
reach Missouri's at-risk youth. 


Missouri Guard’s Counterdrug’s Drug Demand Reduction 
Program coordinators work with local schools and commu- 
nities to educate young students on dangers of drugs. In 
Fiscal Year 2002, these community programs reached an 
audience of 73,411 persons in the state. 


The mission of the 
Environmental Office is to support mili- 
tary readiness and ensure Guard com- 
pliance with all applicable laws, while 
protecting human health, natural and 
cultural resources. 

Approximately 200 people are 
trained annually in areas including com- 
pliance with environmental regulations, 
how to conduct internal environmental 
audits and how to correct and prevent 
issues identified during internal envi- 
ronmental inspections. In addition, the 
environmental program assists units 
and leaders through providing on-the- 
spot training where needed to train 
personnel and assist them in correcting 
problems on the spot. 

The environmental office also 
factors cultural resources into planning. 
To this end, the office contracted with 
the University of Missouri - St. Louis 
(UMSL) to produce a historical review 
of Jefferson Barracks and to update the 
National Register of Historical Places 
nomination. UMSL also completed a 
historical survey of 12 pre-1950 
armories for the Missouri National 
Guard. The survey will be used to pri- 
oritize our efforts to protect the most 
Significant historical aspects of the facil- 
ities. 

The environmental office also 
participates in outreach activities that 
highlight a spirit of environmental 
awareness, including the Adopt A 
Highway program and National Public 
Lands Day. 


Missouri Guard Environmental office works with Missouri Conservation Department to man- 
age grasslands on its training sites throughout the state. 


Missouri National Guard participates in Earth 
Day at state Capitol annually to help promote 
environmental awareness. 


The Family Readiness Program 
endeavors to prepare families to man- 
age the demands and challenges of 
military life. The program provides 
assistance resources, and support to 
families before, during and after times 
of mobilization, local and national 
emergencies, disasters, deployments 
and separations. 

With deployments of National 
Guard units on the rise due to new 
homeland security missions, military 
benefit information as well as commu- 
nity support systems are more than 
just helpful, they’re critical. 


Diversity - Strength Through Difference 


The Missouri National Guard values diversity. 
To ensure that leaders and soldiers are trained to rec- 
ognize and be sensitive to diverse cultures and view- 
points, the Missouri Guard sponsored training for 700 
officers and supervisory non-commissioned officers led 
by internationally recognized diversity training expert 
Dr. Samuel Betances. 

The Missouri National Guard also maintains an 
Equal Opportunity Office at Headquarters STARC to 
continually evaluate the Guard’s EO progress and 
make recommendations on training and implementa- 
tion of EO policy. As a result of EO efforts, Guard 
minority membership increased over 60% between 
1998 and 2000, and continues to improve. 


Leading diversity trainer Dr. Betances conducted 
diversity seminars through the state for more than 700 
Missouri Guard soldiers and airmen. 


Family Readiness Program - Those That Stay Behind 
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Family Support Program keeps families informed of benefits and services. 


Headquarters State Area Command (STARCI 


The State Area Command 
(STARC) and Headquarters Detachment 
is authorized for the purpose of assist- 
ing the Adjutant General of the state in 
the administration, logistics, and train- 
ing of the military forces of the state 
and to train for use during a state or 
national emergency. 

The State Headquarters and 
Headquarters Detachment was original- 
ly federally recognized on May 12, 
1917. With the start of World War II, it 
was the first unit in Missouri to be 
called into active federal service. 

Those personnel trained in the 
Selective Service activities were placed 
on duty with the Selective Service and 
other officers and men assigned to 
other units by 7th Corps Area 
Headquarters, Omaha Nebraska. 

The present State 
Headquarters and Headquarters 
Detachment was re-organized and

Based in Centertown, 70th Troop 
Command, HQ STARC was formed October 1, 
1978 as Command and Control Headquarters. 
The unit originally assigned in Kansas City area, 


moved to Centertown in 1995. 


70th Troop Command is the senior head- 
quarters for the 135th Rear Operation Center 
(ROC), the 205th Area Support Medical Battalion 


(ASMB), the 175th Military Police Battalion, and 
the 835th Corps Support Battalion (CSB). This 
past year the command grew with the addition of 
the 70th Public Affairs Detachment, and the 


135th Military History Detachment. 


Three of Troop Command's military police 
companies, the 2175th, 1138th and 1139th MPs, 
served recently on active duty. They served in 
Kosovo and provided security at Fort Leonard 
Wood and at Army ammunition depots in the TOP: 1138th MPs provide security at 
Midwest in the past year. Troop Command has 
approximately 1,600 soldiers in its subordinate 


units.

The roots of the Missouri Air National Guard 
~and the 131st Fighter Wing trace back to the 110th 
Observation Squadron, organized June 23rd, 1923 by 
Maj. Bill Robertson and his brothers, Lts. Frank and 
Dan Robertson, owners of the Robertson Aircraft 
Company. The unit was originally equipped with one 
war surplus Curtiss JN-4 "Jenny" which was purchased 
through officer donations. Later, three JN-4's were 
replaced by the PT-1, TW-3, O-11 and the O-2H air- 
craft as the unit took on observation and reconnais- 
- sance duties. The Robertson Brother's chief pilot on 
the "St. Louis to Chicago" airmail run was a lanky 
-young man named Charles A. "Slim" Lindbergh. 
Lindbergh became a member of the 110th in 1924 and 
was a Captain when he made his historic trans-Atlantic 
solo flight in 1927. 

The 110th served in World War II with distinc- 
tion, receiving a Presidential Unit Citation, and was 
mobilized for Korea and the Berlin Crisis. In 1977 the

unit was designated “Lindbergh's Own” to honor 
the aviation pioneer. 

The 131st has been deployed regularly in 
the past 15 years. In early 1991, members of the 
131st Security Police Flight were mobilized in sup- 
port of Operation Desert Shield/Desert Storm. 
More than 500 Air National Guard members based 
at Lambert were called into service to battle the 
"Great Flood" of 1993. Since Desert Storm, the 
unit has deployed to Incirlik, Turkey in support of 
Operation Northern Watch in 1996, 1997 and 1998. 
More than 430 members of the 131st have partici- 
pated in Operation Southern Watch in Southwest 
Asia and Europe in 2000. Recently, the 131st has 
actively participated in post-September 11th home- 
land security efforts as part of Operation Noble 
Eagle. 


157th Air Operations Group 


The 157th Air Operation Group for- 
merly Air Control Group is a primary part of 
the Pacific Air Force’s Air Operations Center 
(AOC). 157th personnel are currently partic- 
ipating in numerous worldwide contingen- 
cies, AOC exercises and other training 
deployments. 

The 157th, when completely transi- 
tioned will respond to missions within the 
Headquarters Pacific Air Force (HQ PACAF) 
area of responsibility, which covers an area 
from the east coast of Africa to the west 
coast of the North/South America conti- 
nents. This is by the far the largest geo- 
graphic area under any single combatant 
command, but the 157th Air Operations 
Group is prepared to meet the challenge. 
During wartime, 157th AOG personnel will 
comprise almost half of the PACAF Joint Air 
Operations Center, currently headquartered 
at Hickam Air Force Base, Hawaii.
